The Strike. 


Af ter considerable agitation among 


the members of the various mechanical 
unions here, in regard to lessening the 
number of working hours in a day, the 
masons on Monday decided "to strike 
for nine hours and so notified their em- 
ployers. 
J. D. Johnston, 
Robert 


Mclntosh and W. J. Underwood, hav- 
ing large contracts which require com- 
pletion within a limited time, were 
forced to acquiesce, which they did 
gracefully, and the city and minor con- 
tractors followed suit. 
McNeil Bros., 


of Boston, who have been the heaviest 
contractors in Newport during tho past 
winter, had been expecting this strike 
for several months and,to be in as good 
condition as possible when it should 
oome, have rushed their work much 
more than they otherwise would and 
as a consequence had finished with 
'most of their masons. They have been 
employing over 170 mon on the Van- 
dcrbilt, Cook and Gamraell contracts 
during the past two months, but have 
uow completed tho two latter jobs and 
finished the bulk of the mason work on 
the former, and, being apprised of tho 
approaching strike, they gave notice at 
paying off Saturday night that all those 
unwilling to work ten hours for a day 
might consider themselves discharged. 


As a result the masons did not return 


on Monday and Mr. John A. McNeil, 
the foreman, went to Boston and se- 
cured a half dozen non-union men to 
take their places. Mr. McNoill says 
that he considers one man just as good 
as'anotheraud if nine hours constitutes 
a day for one it oughl to for all. 
Tho 


completion of his contract on tho Van- 
derbilt cottage, the outside of which is 
uow complete with the exception of 
topping the chimneys, will require 


. about 00 carpenters and only five or six 


masons and while ho can't afford to les- 
sen the hours for his carpenters ho says 
he will not for his masons. 


The work has been driven so hard 


during the winter that the contract 
could be completed even if work was 
suspended a couple of months. 


The laborers on the Vanderbilt job 


also struck on Monday for uu increase 
of wages from $1.75 to $2 per day, but 
their demand was denied and

F. Crandall of this 
cily and is pronounced by "old tars" tho 
handsomest craft of her class over seen 
in these waters. She has a largo, light 
cabin, IIJxHIJ feet, handsomely fin- 
ished in ash trimmed with cherry, from 
which open five commodious state- 
rooms, pantry, bath-room, closets, etc., 
and all are tastefully fitted up for com- 
fort and convenience. She has a hold 
capacity for 085 tons of coal with a 
draft, of 121 feet. Her dimensions are 
as follows, with all modern improve- 
ments as regards steering apparatus, 
etc.:

She will bo employed in the coasting

Reynolds, and her lines are much hand- 
somer. She is manned by a crow of live 
men before tho mast aud a mate and 
cook, with Captain Eugene W. Howard 
in command. 


The vessel on her trip from Boston 


Wednesday proved herself an excellent 
sailer, working satisfactorily in every 
particular, and her officers, owners and 
builders were alike pleased with her 
conduct. Upon her arrival hero Capt. 
Young, after whom the vessel is named, 
waited upon Captain Howard and pre- 
sented him with a handsome pair of 
marine glasses.

He 
said ho had no recollection of the shoot- 
ing or of making any disturbance; thai 
he took a couple of glasses of beer be- 
fore going to tho boat in the morning, 
and, ho thought, a small drink of wnis- 
key from a bottle afterwards.

The latter was and is iden- 
tified in the minds of this generation, 
with benevolent oversight of military 
hospitals, and sanitary improvements 
for the wounded ami 'invalids. Her 
name summons before us tho embodi- 
ment of practical Christian effort, the 
typo of the (iood Samaritan. 


Madame Roland was discussed by 


three speakcrs.Mr.Patrick J.Galvin out- 
lined the condition of affairs preceding 
her time, and leading up to the French 
Revolution. Dr. Gillett gave a sum- 
mary of her life; concluding with her 
tragic death by the guillotine. 
Mr. 


Blakely reviewed the underlying caus- 
es which led to the terrific democratic 
outburst of feeling in France, and to 
that struggle in which Madame Roland 
was a striking figure. He drew from 
the history of tho French Revolution 
some important practical lessons for all 
governments. 


The second theme was "Florence 


Nightingale," a sketch of whose life 
and labors for the sick and wounded 
was admirably given in an essay writ- 
ten by Mrs. Thomas Coggcshall. The 
musical item of the evening was a piano 
solo by Miss Kato Callahan. 
There 


was a good deal of witty interchange of 
sentiments on points arising in connec- 
tion with tho Club's arrangements and 
progress; one of the points urged be- 
ing Ithat the lady members should 
speak after each essay, and thus add 
much interest to the meetings, besides 
encouraging those of tho other sex to 
speak with less diffidence. Tho last 
"Social" gathering of the Club is to 
take place on the 1st of May.

In the winter of 1S491 itarted to fol- 


low the lino of General Urcene's fa- 
mous retro.it before CoruwalllB from 
tbeCaUwbab) the Dan, iu 1781; but 
goon turned eaatwaid to Fayetteville, 
North Carolinia, 
where 1 
arrived 


toward sunset on a mild January day. 
[u tbe eveuiug I called 
upon Mrs. 


McL—, a aprightly Sooth woman and 
a widow, eiglity-neven years of age. 
She wa« the "oldeBt inhabitant" iu all 
:hiit region. 
She bad been broiiKbt 


from Scotland when she was an infant. 
[ wan told that ib« well remembered 
.he notable Flora -|(oDoiiald when that 
ady waa a resident uf North Caroline. 
She received me very kindly, and 
seemed to be pleased to be questioned 
kbout the famou» heroine of the He- 
bride*. 


"I waa a girl of fourteen," >aid Mrs. 
cL—, "when Flora and her husb'and 


came to Grot* Creek [an old name of 
Payettoville]. 
She was then about 


forty years of age, not very tall, but a 
very handsome and 
very dignified 


women, with fair complexion, sparkling 
blue eyes, the Guest teeth I ever saw, 
aud hair uearly covered with a fine 
lace cap and slightly streaked with 
white, as she had endured much troub- 
le. Her voice was as sweet music," con- 
tinued Mrs. McL—, "and oil, how the 
poor and the church missed her when 
she went 
home, after experiencing 


much trouble here. She was often at 
m.v mother's house when she ftrstcamo, 
aiid 1 aim oft worshiped her because of 
her beauty and goodness." 
"Is her dwellins:place here yet stand- 


ing?" I inquired. 


"No; it was partly burned In a great 


flro here about twenty years ago. 
As 


you pass from Ihe market-house to the 
court-house you may see the ruins of it 
near the creek." 


The old lady then stepped to a quaint 


looking chest of drawers, and taking 
out a dingy letter written by Flora to 
Mrs. McL—'B elder sister, then a maid- 
en of twenty, handed it to me to read. 
It was a brief note, but an exceedingly 
interesting-one, as it was in the bold 
handwriting ot the heroine of Skye. I 
was permitted to make a copy of it and 
a tracing of flora's signature. Here is 
a copy: 
• 
Feb. 1,1776. 
"Dear Sfaoffit: 
Allan leaves to-morrow to 
join Donald'a standard at Cross Cieek, an' I 
shall be alone wi' my three bairns. Canna ye 
com' an' ttay wi' me awhile? There are troub- 
lesome timesahead.Jl ween. 
Gnd will keep 
the right. I hope a'our aln are I1 the right, 
prays your guid friend, 
FLOBHV MACIVONALD." 


'You see," said Mrs. McL—, "she 


wrote her name Florry—she always 
did. 
The letter was written at her 


new house at Cameron Hill, near the 
Barbacue Church, where the good Mr. 
Campbell preached as often as possible. 
Flora was a pious member o^ the Bar- 
bacue congregation." 
"Then she did not live here long?" 


I said. 


"No; she soon moved to Cameron 


Hill, about twenty miles north of here." 


On the day when that note was writ- 


ten the royal Governor of North Caro- 
lina issued a proclamation calling upon 
all friends of the King to assemble with 
arms at Cross Creek and join his stand- 
ard. The McDonalds were all staunch 
loyalists. They had been loyal to. the 
House of Hanover. 
The troubles of 


Flora in North Carolina now began. 
Her husband and others, to the number 
of about 
fifteen 
hundred, mostly 


Scotchmen, readily obeyed the call of 
the Governor. 


'Flora came with her friends," said 


Mrs. 
McL—. "I remember seeing her 


riding along the line on a largo 
white horse and encouraging her coun- 
trymen to be faithful to the King. 
Why, she looked like a queen. But she 
went no farther than here, and when 
they marched away she returned to 
her home. She.diued with us, and the 
next day sister Maggie went out to 
Jtorbacue to stay awhile with Mrs. 
Macdonald, as she bad desired." 


Nearly a 
month afterward these 


Scotch loyalists were routed, dispersed, 
made prisoners or killed iu battle at 
Moore's Creek bridge. 
Flora's hus- 


band was among the prisoners sent to 
Halifax jail. 
He was soon afterward 


released on parole, when ho left North 
Carolina with his family for Scotland 
in a British war-sloop. 
On the way 


the vessel was attacked by a French 
cruiser, when the courage of the Eng- 
lish seamen and marines appeared to 
desert them, and capture seemed inev- 
itable. They were about to surrender 
when Flora appeared on deck, and hy 
words and de'eds so stimulated their 
spirits that they beat olf the enemy and 
the Uucdonalds were lauded safely on 
their native soil of the Isle of Skye. 
During the 
engagement Flora was 


severely wounded in the hand. 
She 


remarked, when speaking of her pecn- 
liasituation, "I have hazarded my life 
both for the House of Stuart and the 
House of Hanover, and I do not see 
that I am a great gainer by it." 
"Flora Macdonald was the mother of 
five sons aud two daughters. 
She re- 


tained much of her beauty and all of 
her loveliness of character and dignity 
until the last. She was always modest, 
always kind, always sweet benevolent 
in disposition. 
She died early in 


March, 1790, and was buried in the 
cemetery, at Kllmulr, in thu Isle of 
Skye. Her shroud, as she had request- 
ed "long before her death, was made of 
sheets on which the Young Pretender, 
whom she helped to escape to France, 
reposed at the house of her kinsman, 
the Laird of Kingsburgh, on the night 
before he sailed for the continent. 
Two years later the remains of her 
husband were laid by her side.

resting place was covered with green- 
sward for eighty years. 
In 1871 a 


beautiful monument was erected ovet 
them.

estimate of Mr. Conkling. Lie says: —

had exhibited a readiness and elo- 
quence iu debate that placed him at 
once in the front rank.

})ow why does not Long Island pro- 
duce as well as compete? Because of 
tho indolence of her people. A small 
capital is only needed to commence. 
Twelve pullets and a cockerel, ton 
dunks and a drako, will start a poultry 
business that, with sound judgment, 
will compass a largo income. 


None need hesitnte to raise eggs and 


poultry for tho New York niarkeLs 
Several millions of eggs are annually 
brought into the country from Canada 
and from Kni-ope, which tho home pro- 
ductshould bo ablo .profitably to dis- 
lace. For several weeks of every year 
ew York State contributes no eggs 


to the public demand. The offerings 
at the same time from New Jersey are 
very small. Last February New York- 
ers ate e<yrs from Arircinia, North Giro 
lin.i and Tennessee.— [American Acri 
culturist.

Food for Chickens. 


A good deal of nonsense has beei 


written about the proper food for the 
brood, when they first come from tin 
nest—as that "they are to have a pep 
per corn and some bard boiled ejre.' 
As a rule, they need nothing tho first 
day but the quiet and warmth of the 
mother. Milk is a perfect diet for fowls 
as well as calves, and if coarse-ground 
Indian meal be mixed with scalded 
milk, it will be as safe food as can be 
offered. Some green vegetable food 
should be added, after two or three 
days.^nd kept up while the hen is con- 
fined to'the coop. Eresh grass, cut up 
fine, nr.cabbape, or onion tops, will 
meet their cravines and keep them 
thrifty. The young broods need to be 
fed five times a dny, at equal intervals. 
»nd in such Quantities is they will eat 
up -very clean. »They should have a 
feeding board at each coop, to be clean- 
ed before every meal. Fermented or 
fllthy food is not "wholesome for man or 
beast. 'This staple food, after a few 
•weelts, may be varied witi cracked 
cum. wheat, onts, barley, or buckwheat 
ied once or twice a day. A sballow 
vessel forircah water sb'ould be kept 
near eacli coop, for the ben nt least, 
from the start. The chickfi will learn 
to use it as they need. One person 
fihnnld have the care of the bens and 
chickens for three months at least, nud 
be held responsible for all the details 
of management. It will be the most 
economical arransement for the owner 
of tin-, hen house and yards, if lie has 
any leisure, to attend to these details 
himself; bin if that cannot lie done, 
he. must walk in the tracks of bis subor- 
dinate, occasionally, and know that 
the latter attends to his duties. With

James river as soon ns wo could bo got 
there, and it made many serious faces 
((icn'l Scott used to nay this proved 
the Rood, enlightened soldier) among 
both officers mid privates.

steamer turned about for tlio Capital. 
On the way up, wo passed steamer after 
steamer wllh troops on board.

knowing where or for what service. 
As wo nearcd Washington wo Inid a 
srood view of the Arsenal grounds with 
cannon, shot and shell in profusion.

Now and then we see a familiar 
name, but they worn not common. Wo 
arrived at Washington about noon »nd
